CEOP  PSOSPECTS. 


WHEAT 

There  has  been  little  change  in  wheat  production  estimates  dur- 
ing the  vveek.     The  Ministry  of  Agri cult-' ire  and  Fisheries  has  revi.'^ea 
the  estimate  for  England  and  Wales.     The  estimate  is  now  3^,3ib,OCO 
bushels  coaipa.red  with  62,  ^9?-,        bushels  last  year.     Tae  total  of  the 
estimates  received  to  date  from  33  countries,  includr'ng  tne  latest  re- 
visions, is  3,287,893,000  bushels  compared  vith  2,9^^,373,000  bushels 
from  the  same  countries  last  year. 

No  estima.tes  have  come  from  Denmark,  but  average  crops  are  ex- 
pected.   Crops  in  Non-zay  are  belo'v/  normal  and  threshing  returns  are 
not  altogether  satisfactory.     Pall  plan\;ings  in  Prussia  are  reported 
by  Commissioner  Squire  as  above  average  condition  on  November  5- 


EYE 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  rye  estimates  during  the  week. 
Condition  of  fall  so^Tn  rye  in  Prussia  is  aoove  average. 


BABLEY  MD  OikIS 


Small  revisions  have  been  made  in  tne  estimates  for  England  and 
Wales.     Totals  received  to  date,  hoivever,  are  not  greatly  changed.  The 
total  of  barley  estima.tes  received  from  3I  couTatries  is  1,106,937,000 
compared  with  991,503,000  ousn^^ls  last  year  for  the  same  counuries. 
The  total  of  estimates  for  oats  received  from  27  co-ontries  is  3,339,^32,- 
000  compared  with  3,  Ci^9, 732, 000  for  the  same  countries  last  year. 
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SUGAS  EEETS 

The  present  sugarbeet  crop  in  Germany  is  9,331,000  short  tons 
according  to  a  cablegram  received    on  .  November  3  f^ovu  the  Internation- 
al Institute  of  Agr  3  cult-ore  at  Psme  .     This  estimate  compares  v/ith 
11,^95,^24  short  tons  last  year.    The  German  Sugar  Association  estimates 
the  beet  production  at  3,3^9,000  short  tons.     The  same  association  esti- 
mates the  production  of  sugar  at  1,179,379  short  tons  compared  with  their 
estimate  of  1,4U^,213  short  tons  last  season. 

POTATOES 

The  potato  crop  in  Germany  is  no^7  estimated  a,t  1,156,300,000 
bushels  compared  with  1,^9^.181,000  bushels  last  year.     This  estimate  is 
a  decrease  of  about  UU, 000, 000  bushels  from  previous  estirac'.tes  received 
by  this  Department.    Reports  from  Norway  indicate  an  uneven  crop  and 
diseases  are  reported  in  some  districts.     Digging  was  well  under  way  in 
Denmark  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  October,  but  the  crop  was  not  very 
promising  due  to  rainy  weather. 

COTTON 

The  Australian  cotton  crop  for  1922-23  is  estimated  at  about 
25,000  bales  in  a  telegram  received  November  3  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     Hie  Australian  production  for  the 
previous  season  was  estimated  at  about  3. 000  bales.     The  increase  is 
largely  due  to  the  e::pansion  of  the  cotton  area  into  new  regions- 

HOPS 

The  total  production  of  hops  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  now  esti- 
mated at  25,6'+g,000  pounds  compared  with  33,712,000  poiands  last  year. 

TRADE,  PRODUCTION  AW  PRICE  NOTES- 

A  grain  elevator  having  a  capacity  of  10,000  tons  is  under  con- 
struction at  Bvordeau,  Algeria  reports  Consul  Dow  from  Algiers.     This  is 
a  result  of  a  co-ope-rative  movement  in  wheat  marketing.     The  report 
states  that  the  Government  of  Algeria,  is  subsidizing  the  elevator.

The  Harohui-ff  ^raitt  market  re-gjistered  consi dera"b?t e  interest  in 
Manito":ja  ario.  ctlb.c-T  w]io?,b3  daring  tile  vreek  ending  Oct.  16,  according 
to  Ivlr.  E.  C,  Squire ;  the  sx-^ecial  representative  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agricrlture  at  Berlin.     The  demand,  he  states,  is  likely 
to  continue  for  some  tine,    illl  offers  should  be  for  "afloat  parcels." 
Rye,  on  the  other  hand,  was  in  poor  demand  oecause  of  Russian  offers. 
These  offers  were  for  all  positions,  that  is,  spot  Hamhurg,  afloat  and 
for  shipment.     Since  Oct.  1,  I923,  Russia  has  exported  lS,0lS,19o  hus. 
of  rye,  3,062,09S  bus.  of  barley,  163,760  bus.  of  oats  and  1,^27  short 
tons  of  oil  ct'ices.     These  siiipments  aggregated  53^.252  short  tons, 
50U,50S  tons  of  'which  ccnsiscod  of  rye,  ■  The  largest  proportion  of  the 
shipments  of  lye  v;ent  to  'j-erniany.     Shipments  were  also  made  to  Finland, 
Dercv&xlz ,  Holland,  Lectland  and  England. 

A  Russo-C-orman  Tj^,g:  H^xoort  Company  v;ith  a  capital  of  $150,000 
has  been  organined  at  Hamourg  and  ?etrogra.d  according  to  the  toerican 
Agricultural  Ccmr.iissioner  at  Berlin,  Germany.     The  chief  cffics  is  to 
be  located  in  Petrograd.    The  new  company  v/ill  establ.lsh  purchase  de- 
pa.rtments  in  all  egg  centers  of  Russia.     The  two  Gerrnan  :^irms  cr.nsoi- 
tuting  the  new  compatiy  have  entered  a  contract  to  purchase*  not  le^ss 
than  hOO  wagonloads  of  eggs  for  the  first  year  and  lOGO  v/agons  each 
durii'ig  the  remaining  fo'ar  years  of  the  agreement. 

The  German  Qf/vornmer't  has  permitted  the  introduction  of  the 
Russian  rouble  on  the  German  market  according  to  the  imerican  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  at  Berlin,  reporting  under  date  of  Oct.  16 .     It  is 
as  yet  too  early  to  note  the  results  of  this  move,  but  large  transa-c- 
tions  in  gold  roubles  are  expected  to  take  place  if  the  Russians  claimi 
payment  for  their  grain  in  gold  roubles.

Gerniany' s  total  ignorts  of  w>ieat  flour,  rye  and  "bacon  were  much  greater 
for  the  calendar  year  15i2  and  the  first  seven  months  of  19^3  "than  the  average 
for  the  prev7ar  period  1909-I3  ,  while  imports  of  wheat  show  a  "big  decrease. 

During;  the  first  se-cen  months  of  1923,  Germany  imported  1"^, OOP, OOP 
Tjushels  of  wheat,  or  less  than  half  the  imports  during  the  same  period  in  1922, 
while  the  imports  of  wheat  flour  were  five  times  as  great  and  rye  more  than 
six  times  as  great.    Bacon  imports  for  the  same  period  in  1923  increased  Up 
per  cent,  lard  5P  per  cent  and  cotton  3P  per  cent. 

The  United  St^ates  coatributRd  76  ner  cent  of  the  rye  imported  into 
Germany  during  the  seven  months  ending  July  3I ,  1923,  9P  per  cent  during  1922, 
while  "before  the  war  9P  per  cent  of  the  rye  imported  into  Germany  came  from 
Russia. 

The  United  States  exprjrted  more  liacon,  hams,  lard  and  tooa^co  to  Germany 
during  the  nine  months  ending  Septemoer  30,  1923,  than  during  the  same  period 
in  either  1921  or  1922  "but  less  cotton,  wheat  and  wheat  flour. 

RECENT  MARKET  TENDENCIES  IN  GERMANY. 

Germany' s  demand  for  American  pork  products  has  "been  a  "broad  and  in- 
creasing one  throughout  1923 .     Lard  has  continued  to  "be,  as  in  the  past,  "by 
far  the  most  important  single  item  in  the  trade,  and  is  responsi"ble  for  much 
of  the  increase  in  total  trade  in  this  class  of  products.    Bacon,  hams,  and 
shoulders  were  imported  in  negligible  quantities  in  former  years,  "but  xn  the 
past  three  years,  and  especially  in  I923  have  "been  imported  in  increasing 
amounts  from  foreign  coiontries.     This  is  particularly  true  with  respect  to  the 
United  States. 

This  demand  for  pork  products,  as  yet  shows  no  signs  of  diminisning, 
although  German  hog  production  has  "been  on  the  increase  throughout  the  year. 
The  latter  tendency  is  perhaps  of  too  recent  origin,  to  be  reflected,  as  yet, 
in  the  general  demand-    At  the  same  time farmers  are  reported  to  be  holding 
their  livestock  on  the  farm  in  preference  to  accepting  currency,  although 
prices  are  high.    More  livestock  eventually  will  come  to  market,  but  there 
are  no  indications  of  any  important  movement  in  that  direction  as  an  immediate 
prospect. 

The  demand  is  good  for  the  fodder  grains,  barley  and  oats,  and  for  rye, 
according  to  latest  reports  from  the  American  Agricultural  Commission  in  Ber- 
lin.   \"?hile  prices  are  high,  pig  breeders  are  purchasing  fodder . grains  in 
larger  quantities,  and  the  decision  to  retain  bread  cards  after  October  15th 
has  resulted  in  an  increased  and  active  demand  for  rye,    American  flour  is 
reported  to  be  lower  in  prices  than  German  made  flour,  but  there  has  neverthe- 
less been  no  great  demand  for  it,  although  the  cessation  of  passive  resistance 
in  the  Ruhr  has  brought  increased  inquiries  from  that  region.

Temperature  during  Septenber  was  on  the  v^hole  cool  in  Lorer  Egj^-pt  ac- 
cording to  a  market  report  from  the  Alexandria  Ger.eral  Produce  Association 
dated  Octoter  5-     Tliere  were  some  miscs  d\?.ring  the  early  part  of  the  month 
and  a  few  heavy  dews  which  caused  soine  danage.     Temperature  was  favorable 
during  the  month  in  Upper  Sgypt  8-nd  Fr^jQ-om.    Pir-k  worm  and  toll  wonn  caused 
damage  in  Lower  Egypt  I'ut  no  new  attacks  were  repoi'ted  in  other  sections. 
Eirst  picking  was  finished  in  almost  all  sections  of  Upper  Egypt  and  Eaycirai, 
results  showing  a  better  yield  than  last  year.     It  is  stated  that. the  second 
picking  will  give  varying  results  as  many  of  the  second  crop  bolls  were  picked 
with  the  first  crop.     G-inning  yield  was.  irregular  and  inferior  to  last  year. 
In  Lower  Egypt  first  picking  was  general  and  about  15  days  late  at  the  time 
the  report  was  issued.    Resa^ts  varied  according  to  districts  but  in  general 
the  yield  appeared  to  be  ICT/er  than  last  year.    Prospects  for  second  picking 
were  not  satisfactory  and  results  were  greatly  dependent  on  October  weather. 
Ginning  yield  of  Sakellaridss  up  to  the  date  of  the  report  was  superior  to 
].ast  year. 

COTTOU  CULTIVATION  EUCOUEAGED  IN  ARGEKTIM. 

Cultivation  of  cotton  is  the  .subject  of  vigorous  propage.nda  which  is 
being  spread  throughout  Argentina  by  its  Ministry  of  Agriculture  states  a 
Consular  Report  from  Buenos  Aires,  dated  September  10,  1S23.     ^"t  is  pointed 
out  that  Argentina  has  large  tracts  of  land  still  uncultivated  vhich  are  es- 
pecially suitable  for  cotton  growing.        Immigration,  which  will  furnish  the 
labor  supply,  is  increasing.     It  is  reported  that  in  some  sections  of  the 
country  much  enthusiasm  has  teen  aroused  in  favor  of  cotton  cultivation  and 
that  mi?,ny  applications  have  been  sent  in  for  cotton  seed  which  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  is  offering  gratis  for  planting  of  small  areas. 

COTTOIT  AREA  INCREASED  III  RUSSIA. 

Area  sown  to  cotton  appears  to  have  been  increased  in  Trans -Caucasia 
and  Khiva  according  to  a  report,  based  on  ■•jmofficial  information,  from  Ameri- 
can Minister  F.  W.  B.  Coleman  at  Riga  dated  September  Ij.     Turkestan  seems  to 
offer  little  promise  of  developm.ent  in  cotton  caltivation  owing  to  general 
discontent,  poverty  and  the  depravations  of  "Basmachi"   (Mohamj.iedan  irregulars 
under  Turkish  lea.dership) ,  states  the  report. 

The  main  cotton  growing  area  in  Trans-Caucasia  is  Azerbaijan  where,  up 
to  the  war,  63  per  'ent  c    the  total  area  was  devoted  to  cotton.     Since  the 
war  the  Soviet  authorities  have  tried  to  re-"'ive  ccttcn  growing  in  A:^erbaijan 
but  without  success  'ontil  I923  as  the  peasant  was  not  sure  of  being  able  to 
sell  his  cotton.    To  assure  the  peasants  of  suppoit  in  the  en"cerprise  the 
Soviet  authorities  worked  out  a  plan,  according  to  which  the  peasants  were 
given  a  certain  amount  of  money  for  each  dessiatine  planted  and  v.'as  guaranteed 
a  price  of  four  gold  roubles  for  each  pood  of  cotton  produced.    As  a  conse- 
quence 35.000  acres  were  planted  to  cotton  in  Az-.  baijan.    Added  to  this  are& 
there  were  11,000  acres  planted  in  Armenia,  1,000  acres  in  Georgia,  and  13,000

acres  planted  "by  the  Supreme  Cotton  Corm-iittee  in  Azerbaijan  totaling  for 
Trans -Cancasia  an  area  'vliicli  is  aLout  one-sixth-  of  the  area  cultivated  for 
cotton  in  IQI^-     It  is  expected  that  the  crop'will  yield  ahout  22,000 
"bales  of  h^o  pounds  net  Fhich  is  about  12  per  cent  of  the  crop  expected 
for  Turkestan,  Eold:ava  and  Fhira,  .  ' 

Future  posoih+li ties  for  cotton  groi7ing  are  more  encouraging  in 
Trans -Caucasia  than  in  Turkestan.    Auou-c  1,200,000  acres  could  he  utilized 
in  Azerbaijan,  as  coni]_>ared.  Trith  ^^,000  acres  for  this  year  provided  the 
irrigation  system  can  be  restored.

GERIMN  POPULATION. 

German  population  increased  nearly  2-|  million  in  the  period  19IO  to 
1919-    Population  of  that  territory  which  is  now  present  day  Germany  was 
60.855.276  in  1919  compared  with  58.U52.S66  in  191O.    Consequently  the  fig- 
ures here  represented  are  not  affected  "by  changes  in  "boundaries  since  19IO. 
The  area  of  the  German  Republic  is  182.273  square  miles  and  the  average 
density  of  population  therefore  is  333  persons  per  square  mile. 

The  area  of  the  Ruhr  territory  including  that  occupied  since  January 
1923  is  1,2^7  square  miles  which  had  a  total  population  in  I91O  of  3.929.212 
people.    This  gives  an  average  density  of  population  of  3,150  per  square 
mile  in  1919-    Population  data  later  than  1919  are  not  yet  availa"ble.
